Do You Think That You Could Count 
Up to a Trillion? 


Some persons openly manifest an 
aversion to mathematics. Can they 
be censured when such problems as 
these are presented to view? 

One little statement that set many 
people to thinking about their limita- 
tions first appeared in a publication 
some twenty-five years ago. It sim- 
stated, -‘You cannot count a 
trillion.” Many tried it, but all gave 
up before counting very long. Sup- 
posing you counted without stopping 
at the rate of 200 every minute of the 
day and night, how long would it 
take?
